With the buying of liquor, tapping 
of wires and hiring of informers 
prohibited, Federal prohibition 
agents resorted to the use of mo- 
tion picture cameras to gather evi- 
dence in raids of two night clubs 
here last night.

Polling places in the 669 precincts 
opened at 6 o’clock this morning 
and will close at 7 o'clock this eve, 
ning. Republican and Democratic 
nominees for Mayor, Comptroller 
and 14 Aldermen from the odd- 
numbered wards are being chosen. 

Below freezing temperatures re- 
tarded-early voting. The tempera- 
ture was 15 degrees at 7 o'clock 
and at 2 o’clock had rise to only 
26 degrees. 

The Duggan-Dickmann contest 
for Mayor, rivalry over the Comp- 
trollership and keen competition on 
the aldermanic ticket, are expected 
to produce a heavy Democratic 
vote. The Republican vote, poli- 
ticians think, will be smaller than 
the Democratic. While all but four 
offices on the Republican ticket 
are contested, there is compara- 
tively little interest in many of the 
contests. 

Chairman Waechter of the Elec- 


> tion Board estimated the vote would 


be 200,000, of which 75,000 to 90,000 
will be Republican and 110,000 to 
125,000 Democratic. Some other ob- 
servers agreed with his estimate. 
A vote of 200,000 would be 52 per 
cent of the registration.

St. Louis banks today made avail- 
able to business customers 50 per 
cent of the cash required to meet 
current payrolls. 

The eight member banks of St. 
Louis Clearing House and five as- 
sociate members made individual 
applications to the Federal Re- 
serve Bank this afternoon for per- 
mission to resume general opera- 
tions. 

Richard S. Hawes, president of 
the Clearing House, said payrolls 
up to $1000 would be paid in full 
in cash, and that favorable con- 
sideration would be given applica- 
tions for cash to meet in full pay- 
rolls not greatly in excess of $1000. 

Outlying banks, it was said by 
Percy C. Jones, president of the 
Associated Bankers, would follow 
the procedure adopted by the Clear- 
ing House. 

St. Louis bankers had no definite 
word on when they would be per- 
mitted to resume full operations. 
Today was the sixth business day 
of the banking holiday, extended 
indefinitely last night by President 
Roagevelt and Gov. Park. 

Other developments in the finan- 
cial situation, as they affected St. 
Louis were: 

The scrip plan, under which 
banks had expected to resume op- 
erations today, definitely was 
abandoned because of the adop- 
tion of the Federal currency ex- 
pansion program. 

Gold began a movement back to 
the Federal Reserve Bank. About 
$250,000 of the metal was given 

up by St. Louisans yesterday fol- 
lowing announcement that a list 
of those who had withdrawn gold 
was being compiled. 

Banks continued to perform a 
limited number of banking func- 
tions permitted 2 the Secretary 


for sharp cuts in veterans’ benefits 
and Federal salaries, including 
members of Congress.

Pensions and allowances to vet- 
erans of all wars prior to the 
Spanish-American War are cut 10 
per cént fiat. 

The veterans’ groups is divided 
into four classes and the Presi- 
dent authorized, Robinson said, to 
make regulations “respecting the 
minimum degree of disability and 
the higher degrees of disability 
pensionable.” 

One of the biggest savings, it 
was explained, would come from 
power given the executive, relat- 
ing to all wars since the Civil War, 
to define the date of the beginning 
and ending of the wars. 

End of World War. 

For example, if he held the. World 

War ended with the Armistice Nov.

1 am not speaking to you in 
geueral terms. I am pointing out 
a definite road. 

The last Congress enacted leg- 
islation relating to the reorgan- 
ization and elimination of exec- 
utive agencies, but the economies 
thus to be effected are small 
when viewed in the light of the 
great deficit for the next fiscal 
year. They will not meet the 
pressing needs of our credit sit- 
uation.

Leads Fight .

WASHINGTON, March 10.—Pres. 
ident Rooeevelt, today stands 
clothed with the greatest authority 
ever given the Executive of the 
Republic in peace time, and the 
Federal Reserve banking machin- 
ery is geared for a currency ex- 
pansion of billions of dollars. 

This is the response of the new 
Congress, on the opening day of the 


special session, to the President’s 


call, seconded by leaders of both 
parties, for emergency legislation 
dealing with the banking crisis. 

Entitled “a bill to provide relief 
in the existing national emergency,” 
the measure prepared by the ad- 
ministration was swept to passage 
in the House by unanimous vote 
soon after the organization of the 
body, and at 7:30 o’clock last night 
it received the approval of the Sen- 
ate with only seven votes in the 
negative. Seventy-three Senators 
voted aye. 

Senators voting against the bill 
were Borah (Rep.), Idaho; Costigan 
Dem.), Colorado; Dale (Rep.), Ver- 
mont; La Follette (Rep.), Wiscon- 
sin; Nye (Rep.), North Dakota; 
Shipstead (Farmer-Labor), Minne- 
gota, and Carey (Rep.), Wyoming. 

Nothing short of such a situation, 
gaid Senator Glass, could have 
brought him to support a bill “that 
broadens to a degree that is almost 
shocking to me the currency and 
credit facilities of the Federal Re- 
gerve System.” 

It was a strong voice that the Vir- 
ginian, the Senate’s most respected 
authority on fiscal matters, lifted 
for the bill, and the size of the vote 
for it, as well as the speed with 
which it went through and the total 
absence of amendments, was due in 
no small measure to his indorse- 
ment. 

“The proclamation of the Presi- 
dent,” he said, referring to the bank 
closing order of last Sunday,” ex- 
pires at midnight tonight (Thurs- 
day). Unless remedial legislation is 


-enacted before then, there will be 


an indescribable condition of dis- 
tress in the United States tomor- 
row.” 

Answering Senator Long of Louis- 
jana, who had said that the bill 


‘would mean the downfall of 95 per 


cent of the State banks of the coun- 
try, Glass declared that the meas- 
ure would not “by act or implica- 
tion” close a single Sfate bank. 

“The State banks,” he said, “are 
under the authority of the states 
and they can be opened by the 
states.” 

' Robinson of Arkansas, the Demo- 
cratic leader, and Reed (Rep.) of 
Pennsylvania, supporting the Vir- 
ginian against Long, pointed to 
provisions in the bill enabling the 
State banks to get loans from mem- 
ber banks of the Federal Reserve 
System and loans from the Recon- 
struction Finance Corporation for 
reorganization purposes. The bill, 
they said, would add to the facilities 
of the State banks. Glass agreed. 

He spoke with scorn of Long’s 
proposed amendment enabling the 
President to admit State banks to 
the Federal Reserve System so they 
might get the full benefits of the 
new act. 

Returning to the bill itself, Glass 
said that some of its provisions 
would not be tolerated in ordinary 
times by any friend of the reserve 
system, 

“Why,” he said, “after the mem- 
ber banks have exhausted their 
eligible paper, they may bring their 
cats and dogs and have them dis- 
counted.” — 

Reed pointed out that only paper 
made eligible by the act could be 
accepted, and Glass replied that 
much would depend on the way the 
act was administered. He predicted 
that in “dire and distress times like

He praised the Senate for the 
non-partisan spirit in which it was 
acting.

“There are provisions in this bill,” 
he said, “that shock my convictions, 
that I could not support in ordinary 
times.

WASHINGTON, March 10.—The 
Roosevelts have done something to 
Washington—the President and 
Mrs. Roosevelt both. 

This is a world capital. Of a 
democratic nation, of course, but, 
nevertheless, a staid, tradition- 
bound capital. Five days in its 
midst, and these two have very 
nearly turned the scene upside 
down. 

The President smiles, and laughs 
loud hearty laughs, in the midst of 
troubles that would break many 
men. And in between he planks 
down detailed, terse plans to do 
things on a tremendous scale. 

Mrs. Roosevelt, informal beyond 
words, turns up with her dog at the 
signing of a vital bank bill. It isa 
solemn occasion. The terrier barks. 
Instead of hushing it, Mrs. Roose- 
velt laughs and the President 
smiles, too. 

Congress meets and up in the gal- 
lery is a hatless Mrs. Roosevelt, in 
shirt waist and skirt, with a group 
of friends, busily knitting.

In the Senate yesterday none 
questioned the wisdom of the Pres- 
ident’s action in bringing the banks 
of the country, already closed or 
under holiday restrictions by ac- 
tion of virtually all the states, un- 
der a uniform Federal closing or- 
der. Nor was any constitutional 
question pressed, though Senator 
Glass in a brief obiter dictum threw 
doubt on the Executive's authority 
to close the state banks. The gen- 
eral closing was accepted as an ac- 
complished fact, warranted in the 
exigent circumstances, and the Sen- 
ate followed the House in validat- 
ing all that the President had done 
and giving him powers to proceed 
along the same lines. 

Recognition of the Danger. 

But there was full appreciation 
of the troubles confronting Con- 
gress and the executive as a result 


of the general closing and the as- 
sumption of blanket powers by th2 
administration. The Government, 
so to speak, had taken the bear by 
the tail, and Senators were aware 
of the danger of letting go. 

Recognition of the peril ran 
through the debate.

The fear was obvi- 
ously in the minds of several Sena- 
tors that permission to open the 
banks today, under regulations that 
might appear to separate the sheep 
from the goats, would, by reason 
of that separation, sound the death 
knell of many a bank. 


Vandenberg Voices Alarm. 


Senator Vandenberg (Rep.), Mich- 
igan, expressed this thought in a 
speech of great vigor: 


“It seems to me,” he said, “that 
what shall happen to the banking 
of the nation under the blanket 
authority which is about to be 
voted depends entirely upon the 
hurried judgment of the Comptrol- 
ler of the Currency as he may un- 
dertake to exercise his judgment 
during the hours of tonight and 
before tomorrow comes. With 
greatest respect for the Comptrol- 
ler and the Treasury, I say it is 
tragic that the time is now al- 
lowed us in which to require that 
these judgments shall be exercised 
in the fashion Congress shall de 
sire. 

“I should be unwilling to permit 
exercise of that type of power if 
it were not, I repeat, for the exi- 
gent situation in which we inex- 
tricably find ourselves; and even 
under this impulsion I am reluctant 
to proceed because I cannot escape 
the feeling that the Comptroller is 
about to decide—and when he has 
decided he has decided once and 
for all—in the present state of the 
public mind—that the Comptroller 
is about to decide tonight what 


wise solvent bank will be branded 
unjustly and without necessity. Its 
depositors thereupon are the vic- 
tims. 

Does Not Believe This Is Way. 


“I do not believe that this is the 
way to salvage a maximum propor- 
tion of the savings of the Ameri- 
can people. ido not believe it is a 
choice of the lesser evil. On the 
contrary, I should infinitely prefer 
to write a formula under which 
every bank in the nation, big or lit- 
tle, would divide its own assets into 
liquid and non-liquid assets, trustee 
its non-liquid assets against partici- 
pation certificates distributed to its 
depositors, and open its liquid as- 
sets to the business of its deposi- 
tors under a Federal insurance 
which would protect the depositor 
in respect to that section of the 
bank’s assets, uncer a Federal in- 
surance which would protect the 
new business, under a Federal in- 
surance which would be self-sus- 
taining by its own premium contri- 
butions. 

“I should infinitely prefer to pro 
ceed under a system which, fash- 
ioned in that constructive mold, 
would look toward conservation 
rather than liquidation, and which 
would postpone the liquidation to a 
more orderly process and a happier 
moment in respect to the values in 
the market of the day. In such a 
fashion I should expect to serve the 
larger needs and advantages of the 
depositors in all our banks. 


Predicts Disappointment. 


Jam utterly out of sympathy 
with the theory upon which we 
are about to proceed. I think the 
bill will be a complete disappoint- 
ment in many sectors of the nation, 
and I am inclined to think that one 
of the sectors where the disap- 
pointment will arise will be in my 
own State of Michigan. I repeat 
that I hope I am mistaken, but I 
must express my candid views. 

“But I have no opportunity to 
proceed in the direction that I 
want to go. I have no chance, un- 
der summary circumstances such 
as exist here tonight, to proceed 
constructively in the fashion that 
I believe would best conserve the 
savings of the American people. I 
must vote either ‘yes’ or ‘no’ upon 
a formula that I never even saw 
until two hours ago. I must choose 
either to co-operate under a pro- 
gram whose authors conscientious- 
ly think that it has some advan- 
tage for many banks, or my al- 
ternative is to decline any aid to 
any banks at all, and to leave the 
country with no relief at all. 

“Therefore, believing as I do that 
there are in the bill a few sections 
of distinct advantage, although dis-

believing completely in the sum- 
mary liquidation theory upon which 
it seems chiefly to be built, sole- 
ly because this critical moment 
does require a forward march, I 
shall vote, reluctantly, ‘aye.’ 
Connally Sounds Warning. 

Senator Connally (Dem.), Texas, 
sounded an impressive warning: 

“Public opinion in America today 
is excited, it is irritated, it is stirred 
with reference to the banking situa- 
tion as it has not been stirred in 
many years. It is in a state of flux, 
and if the authorities do not act 
with wisdom and with caution we 
may be plunged into a situation 
more dire than the one which is 
now presented. 

“It is important to open the 
banks, but it is much more im- 
portant to keep them opened after 
they are once opened.” 

All of which helps to explain the 
President’s proclamation of last 
night declaring that the national 
emergency still exists and that “it 
is necessary to take further mea- 
sures extending beyond March 9.”

Meats, Sugar and Vegetables 
Jump in Loeal Stores 


Retail grocery and meat market 
prices went up today because of the 
banking holiday. 

Sugar was up 20 cents the 100 

pounds and potatoes had recorded a 
like increase. Dry beans were up 50 
cents a hundredweight. Peas, corn 
and tomatoes were up roughly five 
cents the dozen cans and meat of 
all kinds was about 20 per cent 
above the levels of last week. 
In the East St. Louis livestock 
market, as at Chicago, receipts to- 
day were light and all prices were 
above the levels of last Friday. 
Probable shipments were estimated 
at 30 per cent below the total of 
last Friday. 

H. A. Powell, secretary of the St. 
Louis Livestock Exchange, ascribed 
the fall in livestock movements to 
the news that the bank situation 
appears to be clearing up and to 
the resulting confidence it has giv- 
en to tivestock raisers, now appa- 
rently willing to wait for better 
prices. In early sales this morning 
hogs. were 15 to 25 cents the hun- 
dredweight above yesterday’s prices 
and veal was 25 cents higher. Cat- 
t and sheep had scored corre- 
sponding increases.

Waltour M. Robinson, former 
Chief Justice of the Misosuri Su- 
preme Court, and one of the first 
Republicans elected to State office 
in Missouri since Reconstruction 
days, died today at his home, 5145 
Westminster place, from the effect 
of a recent paralytic stroke. He 
was 82 years old.

Public. ownership avoided the 
evils of inflation and watered stock, 
the issuance of securities based on 
fictitious values, he declared. He 
cited finding of the Federal Trade 
Commission of millions of dollars 
of “write-ups” in utility valuations 
as a basis for security issues. 

He told how many publicly owned 
utilities had used their earnings, 
first to pay for the original plant, 
usually completing such payment 
in five to 15 years, and then to 
pay for extensions without incur- 
ring new indebtedness, and how in 
many cities, especially since the 
depression, earnings had been used 
to keep schools open, for relief and 
for other public purposes.

Five Distinct 

The present paper currency cir- 
culating media is composed of five 
distinct classes—gold and silver 
certificates, greenbacks, Federal 
Reserve notes, national bank notes 
and Federal Reserve bank notes. 

Paper “gold certificates” and “sil- 
ver certificates” represent actual 
gold coin or bullion, and actual sil- 
ver dollars, respectively, held in the 
Treasury of the United States for 
their redemption on demand. 

“Greenbacks” is the popular name 
for United States notes which are 
definitely limited, against which is 
held an actual gold reserve of ap- 
proximately 43 per cent, and a small 
balance of Treasury notes of 1890, 
which are now canceled and reti 
as rapidly as presented. Anothe 
name for greenbacks is “legal ten- 
ders.” 

Federal Reserve notes are the 
most common form of paper cur- 
rency in use. They are an elastic 
currency, issued at the discretion 
of the Federal Reserve Board by 
Federal Reserve agents to Federal 
Reserve banks on collateral securi- 
ty equal in amounts to the notes 
issued, in the form of gold or gold 
certificates, or eligible pape? (notes, 
drafts, bills of exchange, or accept- 
ances arising out of actual com- 
mercial) transactions ar defined by 
the Federal Reserve act) or Gov- 
ernment bonds. 

40 Pct. Gold Reserve. 

Each bank is required to main- 
tain a gold reserve of not less than 
40 per cent, against its notes in cir 
calation. These notes are obliga- 
tions of the United States and are 
redeemable in gold, on demand, at 
the Treasury, or in gold or lawful 
money at any Federal Reserve 
bank. Federal Reserve notes are 
retired when surrendered to the 
Federal Reserve agents through 
which issued, when collateral secur- 
ing them is released, 

National bank notes may be is- 
sued by any national bank on de- 
posit with the Treasurer of the 
United States of bonds bearing the 
circulation privilege, in an amount 
not to exceed the face value of the 
bonds so deposited nor the amount 
of the paid in capital stock of the 
bank. These notes are obligations 


déemable on gemand, in lawful 
money, by the Treasurer of the 
United States and by the issuing 
bank. 

Federal Reserve bank notes are 
issuable by any Federal Reserve 
bank, identical in all their attrib- 
utes with national bank notes, ex- 
cept that the amount. issuable is 
not limited to the paid in capital 
stock of the bank.

professional politicians in St. Louis. 

The objection was said to be that 
the measure would interfere with 
majorities for judicial candidates in 
the piling up particularly heavy 
“controlled wards” which later 
could be pointed to as an evidence 
of the politicians’ power. 

The bill was introduced by Rep- 
resentative McMillan Lewis of St. 
Louis, who put it through the per- 
fection stage in the House without 
serious opposition. 

The politicians then awoke to the 
fact that there was a possibility 
that the bill would be passed. It 
slumbered for three weeks in the 
committee of perfected bills, of 
which Representative Lafferty of 
Kansas City is chairman, though 
the work of this committee is 
merely clerical and perfunctory 
and there is no reason for it to re- 
tain a bill more than two or three 
days. 

In that period Jimmy Miller, 
Democratic Committeeman of the 
Fourth Ward in St. Louis, and 
Harry J. Cantwell, Committeeman 
of the Twenty-fifth Ward, visited 
Jefferson City and voiced their op- 
position. The bill continued to 
sleep in the committee until news- 
paper men began making inquiries 
about the delay. 

Lewis called on Lafferty to re- 
port the bill and he agreed to do 
so Tuesday. When Lafferty made 
his report the convention bill was 
not among those returned to the 
House. When questioned about it, 
Lafferty said he had promised to 
report it but has “overlooked it.” 
He dug it out from beneath some 
papers in a drawer of his desk and 
delivered it to the clerk. 

It was reached on the calendar 
yesterday and passed by a vote of 
85 to 34. 

Lafferty told a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter that he had been holding the 
bill up “at the request of some of 
the boys,” but refused to tell who 
had made the request. 

Supporters of the measure argued 
that under the primary system it 
had been difficult to induce lawyers 
of high type to seek judicial nomi- 
nations because of their disinclina- 
tion to make primary campaigns 
in which they were virtually forced 
to make political deals, and when 
frequently they had “demagogues 
who would stoop to anything“ for 
opponents. It was argued that fre- 
quently organized minorities influ- 
enced or actually controlled nom- 
inations.

NEW YORK, March 10.—Edi- 
torial comment on the emergency 
banking act passed by Congress 
yesterday follows: 


New York Times—On the whole, 
the bill’s provisions do not go be- 
yond what the situation has ap- 
peared to demand. Very much will 
depend on the wisdom with which 
the broad powers conferred by it 
are exercised. Notwithstanding the 
precedent of 1914 for an emergency 
currency, and of 1917 for restric- 
tions on foreign exchange dealings 
and gold exports, the present stat- 
ute in many important particulars 
breaks new ground. There is this 
much to be said, however, of the 
whole episode, including Thursday’s 
legislation—that the promptness, 
vigor and courage with which the 
crisis has been met are bound to 
make an excellent impression, not 
only at home but abroad. A great 
part of the difficulties which cul- 
minated last week were of psycho- 
logical origin and were seriously 
aggravated by the fact that circum- 
stances were preventing effective 
action. This is now assured. 

New York Evening Post: Today 
was a happy day for the fortunes 
of the United States of America. 
Decisions were taken courageously 
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on the right side of the financial 
and banking problems facing the 
country today. The new adminis- 
tration has magnificently met its 
great opportunity. 

New York Herald-Tribune: The 
crisis is met, and the way is opened 
for the broad reforms which can 
make the recurrence of a similar 
crisis impossible. 


Wall Street Journal—President 
Roosevelt tells the Congress that 
our first task is to reopen all sound 
banks. Here he goes straight to 
the heart of the matter. The bank- 
ing legislation proposed to effect 
this is also directed to that heart. 
Its effect will be to restore life to 
all the sound banking assets exist- 
ing in the country. There are 
enough of these, and more than 
enough, to enable the normal trans- 
action of rusiness by the banks. 


New York Daily News—We think 
it is a good plan. To reopen banks 
that the Government considers 100 
per cent sound will amount to a 
moral guaranty by the Government 
of those banks’ deposits. There will 
be little reason for anybody not 
to have confidence in those banks. 


New York American—President 
Roosevelt continues to move in the 
banking crisis with sure steps and 
a clear sense of his objectives. 
The only intelligent course was to 
clothe the executive with the re- 
quisite power so that the ability to 
act is already created and in exis- 
tence, ready for each step as the 
point is reached where action is 
possible. A radically altered 
banking system should not be 
forged in haste. To be good, it 
must be fashioned with care. Hasty 
decisions, reached under pressure 
and not weighed and examined, are 
apt to prove faulty decisions. The 
complete interruption, however, of 
the nation’s business through the 
withdrawal of all banking facilities, 
calls for the promptest relief. Such 
relief can be worked out with the 
banking facilities already in exis- 
tence and at the President’s service 
under the powers now given him. 


New York Sun—The swiftness 
with which President Roosevelt 
and. his administration have moved 
in the bank emergency deserves all 
the adjectives that will be showered 
upon it. The very circumstances 
of the President's closing of the 
banks inspired a popular confidence 
that ordinarily would be paradoxi- 
cal. What really caused that con- 
fidence was his quick summons of 
Congress to action. 


New York World-Telegram—We 
have not won the war.

HE text of President Roose- 
T ‘velt’s new banking order 
issued today follows: 

“By virtue of the authority 
vested in me-by section 5 (B) 
of the act of Oct. 6, 1917 (40 
Stat. L. 411) as amended by 
the act of March 9, 1933, and by 
section 4 of the said act of 
March 9, 1933, and by virtue of 
all other executive authority 
vested: in me, I hereby issue 
the following executive order: 


“The Secretary of the Trea- 
sury is authorized and empow- 
ered under such regulations as 
he may prescribe to permit any 
member bank of the Federal 
Reserve System and any other 
banking institution organized 
under the laws of the United 
States, to perform any or all 
of their usual banking func- 
tions, except as otherwise pro- 
hibited, 


“The appropriate authority 
having immediate supervision 
of banking institutions in each 
state or any place subject to 
the jurisdiction of the. United 
States is authorized and em- 
powered under such regulations 
as such authority may pre- 
scribe to permit any banking 
instittuion in such state or 
Place, other than banking in- 
stitutions covered by the fore- 
going paragraph, to perform 
any or all of their usual bank- 
ing functions, except as other- 
wise prohibited. 

“All banks which are mem- 
bers of the Federal Reserve 
System, desiring to reopen for 
the performance of all usual 
and normal banking functions, 
except as otherwise prohibited, 
shall apply for a license there- 
for to the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

“Such applications shall be 
filed immediately through the 
Federal Reserve banks. The 
Federal Reserve bank shall 


then transmit such applications 
to the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury. 

“License will be issued by the 
Federal Reserve Bank upon ap- 
proval of the Secretary of the 
Treasury. The Federal Reserve 
banks are hereby designated 
as agents of the Secretary of 
the Treasury for the receiving 
of application and the issuance 
of licenses in his behalf and 
upon his instrictions. 

“Until further order, no indi- 
vidual, partnership, association, 
or corporation, including any 
banking institution, shall export 
or otherwise remove or permit 
to be withdrawn from the Uni- 
ted States or any place sub- 
ject to the jurisdiction thereof 
any gold coin, goid bullion, or 
gold certificates, except in ac- 
cordance with regulations pre- 
scribed by or under license is- 
sued by the Secretary of the 
Treasury. 

“No permission to any bank- 
ing institution to perform any 
banking functions shall author- 
ize such institution to pay out 
any gold coin, gold bullion or 
gold certificates except as au- 
thorized by the Secretary of the 
Treasury, nor to allow with- 
drawal of any currency for 
hoarding, nor to engage in any 
transaction in foreign exchange 
except such as may be wnder- 
taken for legitimate and nor- 
mal business requirements, for 
reasonable traveling and other 
personal requirements, and for 
the fulfillment of contracts en- 
tered into prior to March 6, 
1933. 

“Every Federal Reserve bank 
is authorized and instructed to 
keep itself currently informed 
as to transactions in foreign 
exchange entered into or con- 
summated within its district 
and shall report to the Secre- 
tary of the Treasury all trans- 
actions in foreign exchange 
which are prohibited.

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BILL TO ABOLISH

Missouri Senate Votes 19 to 11

“Any agency which prevents ac- 
cidents and saves lives in worth 
what it costs,” argued J. G. Mor- 
gan (R), Unionville. 

“The patrol is not rendering any 
service of great importance,” con- 
tended Lon Kelley (R), Pineville. 

“I certainly ani not in favor of 
reducing the police force at this 
time,” said Cliff Titus (Rep.), Jop- 
lin. “It would be economy, of 
course, but poor policy. There is 
a strong sentiment in my part of 
the State for retaining the patrol 
and increasing it.”

Majority Floor Leader Keating 
told Wiley the amendment should 
not be offered, and asked if he had 
consulted with the Governor before 
preparing an amendment to an 
administration bill. “This is a bill 
the Governor and the Senate have 
agreed upon,” Keating said. 

“IT think the House should have 
something to say about bills it 
passes,” Wiley said. “I have not 
talked to the Governor. I am one 
of the members of the House who 
do not have conferences with the 
Governor. I can’t get into his of- 
fice to see him. I can't even get 
in to see one of his secretaries.” 
Representative Doll of Daviess 
County said House members should 
not be charged with attempting to 
wreck the Governor’s program, 
merely because they voted against 
one of the administration bills.

MUSSOLINI DECLARES FASCISM 
IS SWEEPING THE WORLD 


Italian Grand Council Calls on Black Shirts 
To Work Tirelessly for Expansion 
of Cause. 


By tlie Associated Press. 

ROME, March 10.—Premier Mus- 
solini through the Grand Council 
of Fascism today issued a declara- 
tion that the Fuscist doctrine is 
spreading over the world, and 
called on Italian Fascists to take 
pride in this movement and work 
tirelessly for its expansion. 

The Premier talked for two hours 
with the Council, his highest co- 
operating body, which met in mid- 
night session to study the domestic 
and international situation. His 
Milan newspaper, Il Popolo D'Italia, 
has been referring to President 
Roosevelt’s firm stand and Chan- 
cellor Hitler's election victory in 
Germany as evidence that dicta- 
torial methods are gaining ground 
at the expense of the Democratic 
form of government. 

The declaration says the Grand 
Council of Fascism recognizes in 
the Fascist movement that is de- 
veloping outside of Italy an af- 
firmation of a new spirit which, di- 
rectly or indirectly, has derived 
strength and example from that 
solid set of doctrines and institu- 


tions by which Italy has created the 


modern state, the state of the peo- | 


ple in its effective, historical, or- 
ganic, living reality.” 

“The council invites the black 
shirts of all Italy on the eve of 
the fourteenth anniversary of the 
foundation of the Young Fascists 
or combat group to take pride and 
feel great responsibility in this hour 
and to work tirelessly for the 
strength of the country and the ex- 
pansion of the Fascist spirit in the 
world,” the declaration says. 

The document closes with a state- 
ment “to the Italian people and to 
the peoples of other countries” that 
Italy's foreign policy is guided with 
firm purpose not to disturb world 
peace and to collaborate for the po- 
litical, economic and moral recov- 
ery of Europe. 

The council expressed conviction 
that the disarmament conference 
could not reach positive results un- 
less it accepted the concrete propo- 
sals advanced by Italy. Italy has 
insisted at Geneva on radical re- 
duction in all forms of aggressive 
armament, 


PAUL PAINLEVE URGES FRANCE 
TO MAKE PAYMENT 10 U. 8. 


Joins Herriot in Suggestion Interest 
Be Forwarded as a Timely 
Gesture. 

PARIS, March 10.—Former Pre- 
mier Paul Painleve, following for- 
mer Premier Edouard Herriot’s 
similar proposal yesterday, urged 
today that France now pay the debt 
interest which was due the United 
States last December as a timely 
gesture. 

Writing in the Petit Parisien he 
urged the payment of about $20,- 
000,000 “not to help America—she 
will save herself—but to dispel the 
artificially magnified cloud between 
America and us so as to realize a 
firm accord among France, Great 
Britain and the United States.” 

He said this would make “democ- 
racies safe” in the world and “avert 
the direct perils.” 


TABLETS IN ELAMITE LANGUAGE 
FOUND IN PERSEPOLIS RUINS 


Expected to Shed New Light in 
History of Persia, Says Chicago 
U. Man. 

CAIRO, Egypt, March 10.—Dr. 
James Breasted, director of the Ori- 
ental Institute at University of Chi- 
cago, announced yesterday on his 
arrival here from Persia that new 
light may be thrown on the ancient 
history of that country by recent 
discoveries at Persepolis. 

Under the ruins of a great palace 
built by Darius and Xerxes, he 
said, hundreds and probably thou- 
sands of cuneiform tablets in the 
Elamite language have been found. 
It is the first discovery of its kind 
in Persia, said Dr. Breasted, and 
will mean an entirely new chapter 
in the knowledge of ancient Persia 
which hitherto has been drawn 
chiefly from the Greek language. 


12 FRENCH SOLDIERS KILLED 
BY TRIBESMEN IN MOROCCO 


150 Loyal Natives Also Slain or 
Wounded in Fight in Atlas 
Mountains.

RABAT, French Morocco, March 
10.—Twelve French soldiers were 
killed and 150 loyal natives killed 
and wounded in a battle reported 
today as a new outbreak of tribes- 
men in the Atlas Mountains. 

The tribesmen were hemmed in 
by the French troops and were re- 
ported negotiating surrender. They 
were defending natural fortresses 
at an. altitude of 6000 feet. The 
main fight occurred at Jebel Sarro. 


LIGHTS FOR TRAFALGAR SQUARE 


Traffic Signals to Replace Police 
at Congested London Point.

LONDON, March 10.—Trafalgar 
Square, whence a dozen streets feed 
heavy traffic in and out, is to go 
modern. 

Twenty-two stop-and-go lights 
are being erected to regulate a traf- 
fic which is estimated at 7000 ve- 
hicles an hour. The lights are to 
replace the present police system 
by which six “bobbies” are on con- 
stant duty. The change is due by 
April 7.

VIENNA, March 10. — With the 
army mobilized for any emergency 
and the police in possession of all 
of the Socialist meeting places, 
Chancellor Dolfuss’ dictatorship 
was indorsed yesterday by the 
Chancellor’s own Christian Socialist 
party. * 

The party issued a communique 
through its Central Committee to- 
day unanimously backing the dras- 
tic actions of the Cabinet in the 
past few days. The communique 
said, “Only the perseverance of this 
policy, dictated by patriotism, can 
lead to the welfare of the Austrian 
people.” , 

Troops Pour Into Vienna. 

In obedience to the Government’s 
orders, at midnight last night sol- 
diers were still pouring into Vienna. 
Among the troops were eight bicy- 
¢le battalions with full war equip- 
ment, including baskets of carrier 
pigeons, arriving on a baggage train. 

The War Ministry building on 
the Stubenring was a picture of 
unusual activity, with _ orderlies 
dashing in and out carrying mes- 
sages and trays 6f hot coffee. 
From across the street one could 
read the old inscription, which like 
the building is a relic.of imperial 
days: “If you want peace, prepare 
for war.” 

Troops and gendarmes occupied 
Neunkirchen, near the industrial 
center of Wiener Neustadt, this 
morning, after a report that unem- 
ployed were organizing a hunger 
march from Ternitz. Machine guns 
and barbed wire were placed across 
the highways. Up until 1 p. m., 
however, no serious clashes were 
reported. A group of 1200 march- 
ers was easily dispersed. 

Vienna quiet. 
The situation in Vienna was quiet, 


and the streets presented a normal | 


appearance. 

Most of the morning newspapers 
did not even mention the presence 
of troops in Vienna. The newspa- 
pers, however, are under strict reg- 
ulation. 

The Socialists seem for the mo- 
ment cowed. Police reported this 
morning that there has been no at- 
tempts as yet to resist the police 
and military. 

The big Socialist majority in the 
Vienna Diet protested against the 
dictatorship in a lengthy meeting 
last night. 

National Socialists listened with 
sardonic courtesy while Christian 
Socialists heckled the speakers. 

Ridiculing the Dollfuss dictator- 
ship, the National Socialist leader, 
Alfred Frauenfeld, said it was an 
Austrian version of the short-lived 
Von Schleicher Cabinet in Ger- 
many which preceded the rise to 
power of Adolf Hitler. 

National Socialists Waiting. 

The Austrian National Socialists, 
who acclaim Hitler as their Chan- 
cellor, have adopted a policy of 
watchfulness. They are confident 
thta what is happening now 
is merely a prelude to eventual 
and inevitable National Socialist 
rule,

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EINSTEIN HAS NO PLANS 
TO RETURN TO GERMANY 


Scientist Disturbed by Rise of Hit- 
ler; Keeps to Rooms in 
California. 

Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

PASADENA, Cal., March 10.— 
The plans of Dr. Albert Einstein, 
scientist, to return to Germany are 
indefinite. 

Although the “father of relativi- 
ty” has refused flatly to discuss the 
latest German political upheaval, 
intimate friends disclosed that he 
was “greatly disturbed.” 

Dr. Einstein will leave here to- 
morrow by train for a three 
months’ stay at the Institute for 
Advanced Study at Princeton, N. J. 

Whether he will board a boat for 
his homeland a the expiration of 
that time, or whether he will seek 
permission to remain longer in this 
nation has not as yet been deter- 
mined, his friends said. 

As a leader among Jews, the anti- 
Semitic program of Adolf Hitler, 
new dictator of the fatherland, has 
caused Dr. Einstein deep concern. 
In contrast to his visit at Califor- 
nia Institute of Technology last 
year, when the scientist appeared 
frequently in public, Dr. Einstein 
has secreted himself’ completely 
during his present stay. 

Occupying a suite of rooms at the 
Athenaeum on the “Tech” campus, 
instead of the little cottage that he 
and his wife used last year, Dr. 
Einstein has insisted on isolation 
even to having his meals sent up 
to his rooms. 


MORE SCRAP IRON TO JAPAN 


2000 Tons Sent From New York 
This Week. 
By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, March 10.—Scrap 
iron shipments from New York to 
Japan increased 800 per cent this 
week to 2000 tons, Michael Bonomo 
said yesterday. Bonomo’s firm, the 
Schiavone - Bonomo Corporation, 
handles most of the scrap in this 
section. The junk includes railroad 
ties, rusty subway and street cars 
and old engines. Bonomo said the 
fron was used by Japan for war 
materials. 

“Since a year ago,” Bonomo said, 
“we have had fortunate markets in 
the Far East. Japan has bought 
practically everything she could get 
her hands on for war materials, 
and even during the lull in fighting 
our shipments have averaged 1000 
tons a month. Last Tuesday this 
was stepped up to 2000 tons a 
week.”

Legal Safety for Jews Pledged 
By Two Hitler Cabinet Officers 


Nazis Put in Charge of Government in Bavaria 


and Saxony—Sporadic Disorders 
in Germany.

BERLIN, March 10.—A threat of 
hard labor for thousands of Com- 
munist prisoners and a promise of 
legal safety for Jews were put for- 
ward today by the two members of 
Chancellor Hitler’s Cabinet who be- 


long to his National Socialist party. 

Dr. Wilhelm Frick, Minister of 
the Interior, in an address at 
Frankfort-on-the-Main, said Com- 
munists would be barred from po- 
litical life until they become “use- 
ful members of the nation.” 

“When the Reichstag convenes 
March 21, Communists will be kept 
from the session by the most urgent 
and useful duties,” Dr. Frick told 
the Frankfort audience. “These 
gentlemen must again get accus- 
tomed to fruitful work. We will 
give them the chance to make good 
in detention camps. 

Capt. Hermann Goering assured 
the Central Union of Jewish Citi- 
zens that “the safety and life of 
Jewish citizens is legally guaran- 
teed.” 

Gen. Franz von Epp, Federal 
Commissioner for the Free State of 
Bavaria, formally took office today. 
Von Epp’s proclamation explained 
the commissionership would safe- 
guard law and order until a new 
Bavarian Government was estab- 
lished. He ordered the arrest of all 
Communist officials and all Reichs- 
banner leaders in the state. Orders 
were given to the police to brook 
no opposition in the hoisting of 
Nazi flags on official buildings. Nazi 
storm troopers were ordered to sup- 
plement the police. Search for wea- 
pons were ordered. 

Nazis Rule in Saxony. 

The Saxon Cabinet resigned today 
and Baron Manfred von Killinger, 
National Socialist leader, took over 
the executive duties of the state 
and appointed his representative to 
the ministerial offices. 

Gen. Werner von Blomberg, Min- 
ister of Defense, addressing the 
troops, emphasized that the Reichs- 
wehr men (members of the stand- 
ing army) served the nation, not 
the separate states. “Behind them,” 
he said, “stand millions unarmed, 


but firmly determined to fight for 
the fatherland.” 

The Cabinet of the State of Ba- 
den also resigned today. 

The Berliner Tageblatt was sus- 
pended today until March 13 under 
the provisions of the censorship re- 
cently established by the Govern- 
ment. The Tageblatt is generally 
rated as an independent newspaper 
leaning to the Democratic party. Its 
editor is a noted Jew, Theodore 
Wolff. 

Member of Reichstag Hurt. 

The Socialist Reichstag member, 
Wilhelm Sollmann, former Minister 
of the Interior in the Cabinet of the 
late ex-Chancellor Stresemann, was 
attacked and injured in Cologne by 
political opponents who forced their 
way into his apartment. Socialists 
were taken in custody there for per- 
sonal protection.

Failing in this, a 
Japanese spokesman said, Japan 
might seek the good offices of the 
foreign diplomats in Peiping to 
persuade the Chinese to withdraw, 
thus “obviating the necessity of an 
extension of operations to North 
China.”

The National City Bank announced Tuesday that 
it would divorce its investment affiliate, and the 
Chase National Bank made the same announcement 
the next day. The revelations before the Senate Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee made peremptory what 
might otherwise have dragged along for years. 

Winthrop W. Aldrich, president of the Chase 
Bank, goes farther than the Glass bill. He proposes:

They have at any rate given us a managed cur- 
rency to- meet an emergency, a recourse in which 
extraordinary powers have been granted the Presi- 
dent by Congress. We have little liking for such 
methods, though realizing that at such a time the 
country needs courageous action. We must get the 
banks open, and we must do it as quickly as possible. 
No country can function without money. 

While giving Mr. Aldrich full credit for his forth- 
rightness, the country cannot avoid feeling that it 
was the willfulness of bankers themselves that led to 
their undoing. If they now see the handwriting on 
the wall after that Belshazzarean feast of which the 
Senate committee was told by Messrs. Mitchell, Ba- 
ker and Rentschler, it is fair to ask why they did not 
accept and respect at the outset not merely the warn- 
ings of Daniel but the opinion of the late Frederick 
W. Lehmann, as Solicitor-General, that the unholy 
alliance was always illegal. 

The National City Co. was organized in July, 
1911. Its undisguised function was to do a business 
in the marketing of securities, which the Federal 
banking laws. would not permit the National City 
Bank to engage in. President Taft asked the De- 
partment of Justice for a full discussion of the ques- 
tion of the legality of the agreéments and arrange- 
ments existing between the bank and the affiliate. 
George W. Wickersham, then Attorney-General, 
turned the matter over to Mr. Lehmann, who had 
been Solicitor-General for less than six months. 

Mr. Lehmann’s report was dated Nov. 6, 1911. It 
was an exhaustive study of the purposes of the 
framers of the National Banking Act and the conflict 
between those purposes and the formation of such an 
affiliate as the National City Co. Going back to a 
petition of 1861 to allow state banks to issue notes 
secured by United States bonds, he traced the ques- 
tion involved through the course of banking legis- 
lation and United States Supreme Court decisions.

Those words, written more than 21 years ago, pre- 
dicted precisely what was to happen to the National 
City Bank and the National City Co. There was no 
doubt in Mr. Lehmann’s mind. He stated his con- 
clusion to Mr. Wickersham: 

On Aug. 1, 1911, I submitted to you an opinion, 
in which you concurred, that the agreements and 
arrangements in question were means of enabling 
the bank to carry on business and exercise pow- 
ers prohibited to it by the National Banking Act. 

I have reconsidered the question with the care 

demanded by its importance, and have reached 

the conclusion that both the bank and the com- 
pany, whether considered as affiliated or as un- 
related, are in violation of the law. 

That important opinion was kept from the Ameri- 
can people for 21 years. Not until Senator Glass 
came upon it last year and had it inserted in the 
Congressional Record for May 10 was its existence 
made known. Attorney-General Wickersham, al- 
though concurring in the opinion, did not release it. 
How many succeeding Attorney-Generals knew about 
it is not a matter of record, but, according to William 
D. Mitchell, Attorney-General in the Hoover admin- 
istration, A. Mitchell Palmer knew about it and re- 
fused to give it out for publication. Not a word 
about it came from Harry M. Daugherty, or was vol- 
unteered by any of his succéssors during the 12 years 
of Republican rule. 

The records of the Department of Justice show that 
in 1913 Attorney-General McReynolds, now a member 
of the Supremie Court, furnished the then Secretary 
of the Treasury, William G. McAdoo, with a copy of 
the Lehmann opinion, at Mr. McAdoo’s request. What 
he did with it is not known. What he should have 
done with it—what anyone who came in contact with 
it should have done—is precisely as Senator Glass 
stated in his speech of disclosure. He should have 
given it to the Comptroller of the Currency in order 
that that official might proceed against these vio- 
lators of the banking laws. 

But no one followed that course. Terrorized by 
the banking power in New York, or willingly sub- 
servient to its will, the officers of the Government— 
the agents of the people, if you please—held the Leh- 
mann opinion from the light of day. A great na- 
tional bank, with millions of dollars in deposits, was 
permitted to be managed by the same men who were 
placing millions in securities before the American 
people. Undue favors and improper loans became part 
and parcel of the whole set-up. At length, last month, 
came the resignation of the heads of both the bank 
and the company under fire and a national rush by 
depositors for their money, which was checked only 
by the closing of all the banks in the nation.

Now that Senator Walsh is dead and the bow of 
Ulysses hangs in our political science like the harp 
that hung on Tara’s walls, anxiety increases in the 
country as to the Montanan’s successor. 

Presidént Roosevelt could, in our judgment, im- 
mensely hearten faith in the New Deal by making 
Felix Frankfurter Attorney-General. No serious stu- 
dent of our national plight doubts the necessity for 
exceptional ability in this great office. Prof. Frank- 
furter has one of the finest minds of our time. 
His article upon the depression, reprinted in part 
today upon this page, is a sufficient index to his qual- 
ities of mind and heart. His astuteness in the law 
is as outstanding as are his social sympathies and 
his intellectual courage. Gracing the Law School of 
Harvard University, he would also grace the Cabinét. 

There was a time when the country could not hope 
to avail itself of the services of such a man in any 
high public place. The case of Justice Brandeis shows 
what would have happened. When Mr. Wilson nom- 
inated him to the Supreme Court, he let down 
all the thunder in that citadel of wealth and privi- 
lege from the apex of which Charles E. Mitchell has 
just jumped with a parachute and Samuel Insull 
has glided to sanctuary in Greece. 

The Senate resolved itself into a battle royal over 
the nomination. The battle lasted four months. In 
the end, the people won. They usually do when the 
issue is plain. Justice Brandeis went to his place 
on the supreme bench, and he has continued there 
the same usefulness to his country that characterized 
his career in Massachusetts. 

There is none now to deride him, as there was 
none left in the end to deride Senator Walsh before 
that great public servant passed from the scene. The 
people who had defamed Walsh at the height of his 
usefulness, the shameful press which had hailed him 
“mud-gunner” when he sought to purify the public 
service, are one in the forum with Nineveh and Tyre. 

Since the Wilson inauguration 20 years ago, seven 
men have Deen Attorney-General. The first was 
James C. McReynolds, appointed at the last min- 
ute on William G. McAdoo’s recommendation. Un- 
suited to the Wilson program, McReynolds was sent, 
at the earliest opportunity, to the Supreme Court, 
where he now sits, among the reactionaries of 
that bench. Thomas W. Gregory, the Texas trust bust- 
er, served the next five years, but was forced to give 
his attention to war-time problems. Then came A. 
Mitchell Palmer, the Red hunt and what Louis F. 
Post called the “deportations delirium.” 

With President Harding’s return to normalcy, the 
office Was turned over to Harry Micajah Datgherty of 
Washington Courthouse, O., who lasted only until 
Senator Wheeler’s disclosures forced him to resign. 
For the next 11 months the Department of Justice 
was headed by a truly distinguished lawyer—Harlan 
F. Stone, for a quarter century connected with the 
Columbia University Law School, now one of the 
adornments of the Supreme Court. During the last 
four years of Coolidgean prosperity, one John Gari- 
baldi Sargent of Ludlow, Vt., drew the salary.

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PUBLICITY AND GOLD HOARDING. 


The Federal Reserve Board has gone after the gold 
hoarders. It has asked for the names of all those 
who have withdrawn gold since Feb. 1 and fail to 
return it by next Monday. 

The withdrawal of gold, estimated in St. Louis at 
approximately $1,000,000 in the five days just before 
the banks closed, and at more than $300,000 else- 
where in the Eighth Federal Reserve District, has 
been many times greater in the wealthier Eastern 
cities. 

It was not known how much of the gold that was 
going abroad went for mere security. Obviously, the 
board had some interesting information upon this 
subject when it stopped gold shipments out of the 
country. An investigation will probably reveal that 
the people who precipitated the bank panic were fast 
getting their movable wealth out of the United 
States when the gold embargo was imposed. 

Insisting that we remain on the gold standard, 
they were doing everything they could to pull the 
props from under it. 

We need publicity in this unwholesome quarter, 
as we need publicity for income tax returns. The 
gold hoarders and the gold shippers are one with the 
income tax dodgers. The Senate Banking and Cur- 
rency Committee can find out all about the for- 
mer, and we hope to see it do so. Congress will have 
to take care of the latter. 

Meanwhile, the Federal Reserve Board has all the 
authority it needs to enforce its order, and the 
emergency bank law carries heavy penalties for 
violations of restrictions. 
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A VICTIM OF THE DEPRESSION.

The Federal 
Reserve System provided most of 
this need by increasing its note cir- 
culation by $636,000,000, but, de- 
spite this extraordinary demand, its 
reserve ratio was reduced only to 
45.6 per cent, from 53.5 a week pre- 
viously, and was still well above the 
normal minimum of 40 per cent. 

Most of this steep jump in money 
in circulation took place last week 
Thursday and Friday, although the 
statement included Wednesday, 
when the reserve banks again start- 
ed providing members with cur- 
rency, after a complete cessation 
for most of the 12 Reserve banks, 
Saturday, and for all of them on 
Monday and Tuesday. 

Monetary Gold Stock. 

At the same time the monetary 
gold stock, which had shown a 
shrinkage of $116,000,000 the preced- 
ing week, continued to drop, de- 
creasing $101,000,000 in the week 
ended Wednesday, and leaving the 
United States with a total stock 
of monetary gold of $4,243,000,000. 

The huge amount of ‘currency 
that swept into circulation over 
last week-end made the increase 
since Jan. 11 amount to $1,947,000,- 
000, due chiefly to the bank holi- 
days in Michigan and other places 
in February and to hoarding which 
became accentuated during the first 
week of March. 

The gold decrease brought to 
$306,000,000 the amount of gold 
which has been taken from this 


country since Jan. 11, when the 


stock aggregated $4,549,000,000. 

The circulation of Federal Re- 
serve notes increased from $3,579,- 
522,000 to $4,215,006,000 in the three 
days. 

In the Boston Federal Reserve 
district the circulation of Federal 
Reserve notes increased from 
$215,887,000 to $242,827,000; in the 
New York district it increased

Shortcake Récipe. 


Two cups flour, one-half tea- 
spoon salt, two tablespoons sugar, 
four teaspoons baking powder, 
three tablespoons shortening, one 
egg, one-half cup milk. 

Sift dry ingredients, mix in 
shortening; add beaten egg to milk 
and add to dry ingredients to make 
soft dough. Smooth one-half of 
dough out lightly. Put into greased 
deep layer tin, spread with butter; 
cover with other half of dough 
which has also been smoothed out 
to fit pan. 

Bake in hot oven 20 to 25 min- 
utes. Split while hot and spread 


‘crushed and sweetened berries and 


whipped cream between layers; cov- 
er top with whipped cream and 
whole berries. Dust with pow- 
dered sugar and serve. 
Pimento Sauce. 
Pimento sauce adds -color as 


well as flavor to boiled fish, to a 


plain omelet or to hard-boiled eggs. 
Canned pimentos are used, a small, 
or three and one-half ounce can, 
making enough for four large or 
six medium servings. Melt two ta- 
blespoons butter, add three table-| 
spoons flour and when well mixed, 
stir in 
milk and continue stirring over a 
moderate heat until thickened. 
Season with one-half teaspoon 
salt, one teaspoon lemon juice, a 
little pepper, one-fourth teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce and the 
canned pimentos chopped very 
fine or rubbed through a coarse 
sieve. Reheat and serve hot. 


Frozen Pudding. 


Mix onecup sweetened condensed 
milk with three-quarters cup hot 
water and stir in one teaspoon 
vanilla extract, one-half teaspoon 
almond extract, and one cup cream, 
whipped stiff. Pour into the freez- 
ing pan of your refrigerator and 
freeze to a mush, stirring every 
hour from the bottom and sides of 
the pan. It will take about four 


hours to freeze to this state, Mean- 


while, soak one-half cup seedless 
raisins, two tablespoons finely cut 
candied pineapple and one-half cup 
chopped candied cherries in one 
half cup milk flavored with almond 
extract for two hours. When the 
pudding is frozen to a mush add 
the fruit and finish freezing. 
Serves six. 


Cheese Souffle. 

Melt four tablespoons butter, 
add five tablespoons flour and 
when well blended, stir in one and 
one-fourth cups milk. Cook, stir- 
ring constantly until very thick, 
smooth and boiling. Remove from 
the fire, add one cup soft sharp 
cheese, grated or finely cut, one- 
half teaspoon dry mustard, one- 
half teaspoon salt, a few grains 
cayenne pepper, one-half teaspoon 
Worcestershire sauce. Stir to mix, 
then add beaten yolks of three 
eggs. Stir over a slow fire for 
two minutes. Remove from fire 
and fold in stiffly beaten whites of 
three eggs. Pour into a greased 
rather shallow baking dish and 
bake in a moderate oven for 40 to 
45 minutes, or until well puffed, 
firm to the touch and a golden 
brown. Serve at once. 

Tomatoes and Rice. 

Cook one cup of rice, drain and 
put aside to keep hot. Melt one ta- 
blespoon of butter and mix into 
it one tablespoon of flour until 
smooth. Then add two cups canned 
tomatoes, season to taste with salt, 
pepper and let come to a boil. 
Now place the rice in layers in a 
baking dish, covering each layer 
with the tomato sauce and some 
grated cheese. Sauce and cheese 
should be oh the top layer. Bake 
15 minutes in a hot over or until 
nicely browned. Serve in baking 


dish, 
Creole Corn. 

One can corn, two eggs, two ta- 
blespoons melted butter, one pint 
scalded milk, one medium sized 
green pepper, one teaspoon salt, 
one-eighth teaspoon pepper.

Jim is many 
pounds lighter than he was last 
spring and enthusiastic over the 
team’s chances of returning to the 
world series wars. 

Last year Gus Mancuso looked so 
good in the spring Manager Street 
decided to give him a larger share 
than usual of the work behind the 
plate, but this year the Old Ser- 
geant expects Wilson to be on duty 
in at least 120 of the 154 games on 
the schedule. 

Wilson Is Smart Receiver. 


„He's the best in the business and 
he'll be back there on the job as 
long as he can stand it,” the 
Old Sergeant declared during yes- 
terday’s workout. “Jim is one of 
the smartest catchers I ever knew. 
I was a catcher myself, in case 
you've forgotten, and I know how 
much depends on the man with 
the mask and pad. You have to 
pitch the games for many of the 
hurlers. You have to know all the 
hitters and you have the whole 
game right in front of you. It’s up 
to the catcher to watch infield and 
outfield, because he is giving the 
signals and the team must be kept 
informed what is going on. And 
with Wilson on duty, the Cardinals 
are well fortified. Then, in O’Far- 
rell we have a smart, efficient man, 
one who knows all the hitters. So I 
figure we're better fixed behind the 
bat than any other culb in either 
league.” 

Wilson is still an ardent student 
of baseball. He even keeps books 
on the game. “He gets out the book 
every night and writes down the 
pitchers on both teams, the score, 
the number of hits and what was 
the important factor in victory or 
defeat. He writes down the start- 
ing pitcher and when any battery 
changes were made and why. 

“That book has helped me a lot,” 
Wilson explained to the writer. 
“You see a catcher has to be right 
nine out of 10 times. Nobody can 
be right all the time, but nobody 
hes to be right as often as a 
catcher. Why: Well, that’s easy. 
Tu tell you. The catcher has to 
have the confidence of his pitchers. 
He can’t give them any bum in- 
formation. He has to know what 
every batter can and can’t hit. And 
many a time I've pulled out the old 
book, to show a pitcher that I was 
right in playing what we call the 
percentage on certain hitters. I 
can go back and show you how this 
batter won a game because he got 
a fast ball when he should have 
had a curve, or because a curve 
was pitched inside instead of out- 
side.”

Speaking of catchers, O'Farrell is 
a happy man, now that he is back 
with the Cardinals. Bob was the 
National League’s most valuable 
player in 1926, helping the Cardi-

Anti-Rickets Milk 


HE disease rickets has long 
T been recognized as an important 

disorder, but not until our un- 
derstanding of vitamins was de- 
veloped in recent times did we ap- 
preciate the true nature of its 
origin, its cure and prevention. 

Rickets we now know is a de- 
ficiency disease, in which there is 
a lack of, as well as a subnormal 
utilization of calcium,. phosphorus 
and vitamin D. 

Despite the fact that much atten- 
tion has been devoted to this sub- 
ject, and despite the fact that much 
educational propaganda has been 
carried on to instruct parents to 
safeguard their children against 
rickets, this disease condition is 
still rather widely prevalent. 
There is always a lag between 
what is known fo science and what 
of that knowledge is applied to the 
practical every-day life of the peo- 
ple. 

There are many antirachitic 
agents available. There is the old- 
est among them, cod liver oll, cod 
liver oil concentrates, viosterol, and 
a variety of foods rendered anti- 
rachitic by exposure to ultraviolet 
rays, or fortified with viosterol. 

Perhaps the reason our achieve- 
ments in the prevention of rickets 
are not as good as they ‘ought to be, 
lies in the fact that certain children 
do not like to take cod liver oil or 
its substitutes, and because the 
whole procedure smacks of taking 
medicine. 

To overcome this objection there 
have been developed two additional 
antirachitic agents. These can in 
ne way be considered as medicinés, 
but are indeed essential foods,
